CLAIM + DETAILED DESCRIPTION 

[Claim(s)j 

[Claim 1]Provide partially bust ****** of each right-and-left cup part for which it has 
necessary width to a bust top Mashita part at least, and locate an upper end or an up-and- 
down intermediate part of this bust ****** near the bust top position, and. Clothing which 
has the cup part having composition which connects this bust ****** with a strap directly, 
has pulled this bust ****** directly by a strap, and lifts a bust from a lower part by bust ****** 

[Claim 2]Clothing which has the cup part according to claim 1 which uses the above- 
mentioned bust ****** as some cup cloths which constitute a cup part, and is sewing the 
edge on with other cup cloths. 

[Claim 3]Clothing which has the cup part according to claim 1 which has sandwiched and 
arranged the above-mentioned bust ****** between them when an inside side of a cup cloth 
which constitutes a cup part, the external surface side, or a cup cloth consists of two 
sheets, cup surface cloth and an inside cloth, and the lower side at least sewed on with a 
cup cloth, and has been attached. 

[Claim 4]The lower side of the above-mentioned bust ****** extends on right-and-left both 
sides along a cup subordinate edge by using the lowest end of a cup part as a fulcrum, An 
upper corner point considers it as hanging bell shape which reaches near the bust top part 
at least, and, [ the lower side of the above-mentioned bust ****** ] Consider it as the range 
of 30% - 60% of a size to a cup circles side edge from the cup part lowest corner point, and 
it is considered as 20% - 80% of range of a size to a cup outside side edge from the cup 
part lowest corner point, And clothing which has a cup part of a description in any 1 
paragraph of Claim 1 which an above top corner point makes at least a position 2 cm in 
radius from the bust top thru/or Claim 3. 

[Claim 5]Clothing which has a cup part of a description in any 1 paragraph of Claim 1 which 
the above-mentioned bust ****** passed through the bust top part, gave to an upper corner 
point of a cup part, and has been connected with a strap by an upper corner point of this 
cup part thru/or Claim 4. 

[Claim 6]Clothing which has a cup part of a description in any 1 paragraph of Claim 1 made 
to extend as a part of strap further after the above-mentioned bust ****** passes along a 
cup part top corner point from the bust top part thru/or Claim 4. 

[Claim 7]Clothing in which a cup part provided with the above-mentioned bust ****** has a 
cup part of a description in any 1 paragraph of Claim 1 thru/or Claim 6 provided in a 
brassiere, bra-slip, a bodysuit, or an underwear with a cup. 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the InventionJThis invention lifts especially a bust powerfully and effectively from a 
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lower part about the clothing which has cup parts, such as a brassiere and a bodysuit. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art]The conventional common brassiere 1 is pulling up the cup 
cloth 2 by the strap 4 of the right and left which connect the right-and-left cup cloth 2 and 
the back cloth 3, as shown in drawing 15, but. [ the brassiere ] The inner side corner point 
5a of the right-and-left wire 5 by which this raising power was sewn on the lower end edge 
of the cup cloth 2 mainly along with the BAJISU line, He holds a bust with the wire 5 and is 
trying to lift it by acting on the both ends of the outside corner point 5b via the near side 
edge cloth 6, and pulling up the right-and-left both ends of the wire 5, as a figure Nakaya 
seal shows. 

[0003]The brassiere 1' shown in Patent Gazette No. 2598758 at drawing 16 is 
conventionally proposed as a brassiere which has the bustup effect especially. This 
brassiere 1* allots the elastic regulation member 9 covered in field from the lower part of a 
bust applying to the side side, and sews the superior border of this elastic regulation 
member 9 on with the cup cloth 2', and. [ the brassiere ] The front side of the elastic 
regulation member 9 was covered by the ornament pressing member 6\ and outside top 
corner point 6a* of this ornament pressing member 6' is connected with the strap 4\ 
[0004} 

[Problem to be solved by the invention]Since the common brassiere shown in said drawing 
15 makes the cup cloth the solid shape which upheaved the bust top in the shape of [ which 
is made into the peak ] a mountain, the raising power by a strap has the composition that 
mainly act on the upper upper cup side, and pull up to the lower cup side and power does 
not act effectively from the bust top. Therefore, when a person with a large bust wears 
especially, the raising power by a strap is not easily applied due to the dignity of a bust, and 
there is a problem which cannot plan bustup effectively. 

[0005]On the other hand, in the brassiere shown in said drawing 16, although the raising 
power by the strap 4' acts as power which brings near the side side portion of a bust by the 
center side by using inner side top comer point 6b' of the ornament pressing member 6* as 
a fulcrum, it cannot raise a bust, especially the bust top part upwards. 
[0006]This invention is made in view of the above-mentioned conventional problem, and lift 
the whole bust, and. In particular, the bust top and a bust top Mashita portion are raised 
directly and powerfully, and also when a person with a large bust wears, offer of clothing 
which has a cup part which can plan bustup effectively is made a technical problem. 
[0007] 

[Means for solving problemjln order to solve the above-mentioned technical problem, this 
invention provides partially bust ****** of each right-and-left cup part which has necessary 
width to a bust top Mashita part at least, Locate the upper end or up-and-down intermediate 
part of this bust ****** near the bust top position, and. This bust ****** is directly connected 
with a strap, and the clothing which has the cup part having composition which has pulled 
this bust ****** directly by the strap, and lifts a bust from a lower part by bust ****** is 
provided. 

[0008]A material is not limited although it is preferred to form by the cloth which consists of 
a high material of shape holdout which has intensity by non-elasticity as for the above- 
mentioned bust ******. The same material as a cup cloth may be used and the material 
which has intensity by non-elasticity rather than a cup cloth may be used. As this bust 
****** what carr j ed ou t res j n welding of a nonwoven fabric, urethane, murky JITTO, and the 
cloth, double RASSERU, etc. are used. 

[0009]ln a bust, the portion from a lower part is a portion where the dignity of a bust is 
applied most a little from the middle or middle of the line which connects the bust top and a 
BAJISU line (breast a base line). Therefore, in this invention, bust ****** j s arranged into 
this portion where dignity is applied most, i.e., the portion which has necessary width (right- 
and-left width is specifically 4 cm or more) in a bust top Mashita portion. And as for this bust 
****** jt js pre f erred to boj | the wjdth to the outsjde ( Sjde side ) from the wjdth to an jnner 

side, and to make it large a little to the altitude from the bust top to the lowest corner point 
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of a BAJISU line. 

[0010]Thus, the dignity of a bust arranges bust ****** into this portion most, and it is made 
to contact in field, and since the strap which has connected this bust ****** directly has 
pulled, a bust can be lifted powerfully. Since the upper end of bust ****** was located near 
the bust top, or bust ****** passed the bust top and it has connected with the strap at the 
upper end especially, the bust top can be directly flattered by a strap. 
[001 1][ the raising power to the upper part according to a strap since the strap is directly 
connected with bust ****** unlike the conventional bustup brassiere which brings near and 
raises a bust from the outside to the center side ] Bust ****** by which load is carried out 
most can act especially on a lower cup portion directly, and bust weight can demonstrate 
the bustup effect directly and effectively. Load of the excessive power is not carried out to 
the wire or strap which were sewn in by the BAJISU line by this, but intrusion of the wire 
and strap by which the woman especially with a large bust has been afflicted is eased, and 
a feeling of wear can be made good. 

[0012]Having inserted and arranged the above-mentioned bust ****** between them, when 
the inside side of the cup cloth which constitutes a cup part, the external surface side, or a 
cup cloth consists of two sheets, cup surface cloth and an inside cloth, the lower side 
sewed on with the cup cloth, and has attached. [ at least ] Since bust ****** connected 
directly also as which composition to a strap holds and raises the bust lower part and the 
bust top Mashita portion to which load of the bust weight is carried out especially most, the 
effective and powerful bustup effect is realizable. If cup surface cloth is arranged on the 
surface of bust ******, design nature and a fine sight can be given to a brassiere with 
functionality. If bust ****** is arranged outside and a cup cloth is carried out the inside side, 
the good cloth of the touch can be applied to the part which touches a bust directly, and a 
feeling of wear can be made good. If it has composition which sandwiches bust ****** 
between cup surface cloth and an inside cloth, a bust can be more effectively prevented 
from carrying out a lower lappet by making intensity of the lower part of a cup part large. 
[0013]The above-mentioned bust****** may be used as some cup cloths which constitute a 
cup part, and may sew the edge on with other cup cloths. 

[0014]The lower side of the above-mentioned bust ****** extends on right-and-left both 
sides along a cup subordinate edge by using the lowest end of a cup part as a fulcrum, An 
upper corner point considers it as the hanging bell shape which reaches near the bust top 
part at least, the lower side of this bust ****** considers it as the range of 30% - 60% of the 
size to a cup circles side edge from the cup part lowest corner point, and it is more 
preferred than the cup part lowest corner point to consider it as 20% - 80% of range of the 
size to a cup outside side edge. In an inner side, less than 30% or the outside this, [ less 
than 20% ] If it is inside larger than 60% or the outside becomes larger than 80% while bust 
weight cannot cover the portion by which load is carried out most, When bust ****** is able 
to pull up directly by a strap, the roundness of the bust lower part tends to be lost, and bust 
****** tends to lose touch with a bust by the inner side edge or the outside edge, and it is 
based on the ability of a beautiful bust line not to be formed. 

[0015]As for the upper corner point of bust ******, jt is preferred to consider it as a position 2 
cm in radius from the bust top at least. If it separates from this from 2 cm from the bust top, 
it will depend the bust top's position on the ability not to raise effectively. Even if the upper 
corner point of bust ****** is a bottom 2-cm position of the bust top, the bust top can be 
flattered by the strap connected with this upper corner point. 

[00 16] When it was made into the shape which becomes broad from an upper corner point 
toward the lower side as the above-mentioned hanging bell shape, and the above- 
mentioned bust ****** can hold a bust stably and it has been pulled by the strap, it can form 
the beautiful bust line to which the neighborhood of the bust top upheaves most ahead, 
however, bust ****** - not only hanging bell shape but a lower end - width — a bust top 
Mashita portion is made into the shape of an egg shape, the shape of a sector, etc. which 
were made broad, and may enable it to raise the bust top's Mashita portion noting that it is 
narrow 
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[0017]The above-mentioned bust ****** passes through the bust top part, reaches the upper 
corner point of a cup part, and may connect with a strap by the upper corner point of this 
cup part. Or after passing along a cup part top corner point from the bust top part, it may be 
made to extend as a part of strap further. In any case, since the raising power of a strap 
gets across to bust ****** directly, the high bust ** top effect can be planned. 
[0018]The strap which consists of a part of strap connected with the above-mentioned bust 
****** or bust ****** js sewn on with a cup cloth by the upper corner point of a cup part with 
a natural thing, and is pulling up the whole cup cloth. 

[O0l9]The cup part provided with the above-mentioned bust ****** can be provided not only 

in a brassiere but in bra-slip, a bodysuit, or an underwear with a cup. 

[0020] 

[Mode for carrying out the inventionJHereafter, the embodiment of an invention is described 
with reference to Drawings. Drawing 1 and drawing 2 are shown and the brassiere 10 
concerning a 1st embodiment of this invention, [ the right-and-left cup part 11 of the 
brassiere of this 1st embodiment ] The part in alignment with the BAJISU line which 
attaches a wire is constituted from approximately hanging bell-shaped cup ****** 12, and 
the peripheries 12b and 12 c of right-and-left circular except the lower side 12a of this cup 
****** 12 ar e sewn on with fFve upper cup cloth 13, and are constituted. 
[0021 ]The above-mentioned cup cloth 13 consists of the inner side cup cloth 13A and the 
outside (side side) cup cloth 13B, It is considered as the full cup shape where the inner side 
cup cloth 13A, the outside cup cloth 13B, and bust ****** 12 are sewn on by the three 
attaching-by-sewing lines L1 centering on the top part 11a which asks the bust top, L2, and 
L3, and the swollen bust can be accommodated completely in three dimensions. 
[0022][ the length of the lower side 12a of above-mentioned bust ****** 12, i.e., the length 
between 12 d of the lower side both ends, and 12e, ] It has divided and set to an inner side 
and the outside focusing on the lowest corner point P1 of a BAJISU line, In this 
embodiment, length from the lowest corner point P1 to 12d of inner side ends is made into 
30% of the length from the lowest corner point P1 to the cup lower side inner side end P2, 
and length from the lowest corner point P1 to the outside point 12e is made into 60% of the 
length of the cup lower side outside point P3 from the lowest corner point P1. Thus, bust 
****** 12 was not located in the whole applied to the outside point P3 from the inner side 
point P2 of the cup lower side, and bust weight arranges it into the portion added most, i.e., 
a bust top Mashita part, by necessary width. 

[0023]12 g of upper corner points which hit a continuing point with the peripheries 12b and 
12c of right-and-left circular of bust ****** 12 are set up to become a position equivalent to 
the top 1 1a of a bust of a cup part. 

[0024][ the lower side of bust ****** 12, the periphery 12b of right-and-left circular the inner 
side cup cloth 13A sewn on, and the outside cup cloth 13b ] The tape 22 whi ch wasjocated 
in the inner side and the outside of the lower side 12a of bust ****** 12, constituted the 
lower side of the cup part 11, and sewed these bust ****** 12, the inner side cup cloth 13A, 
and the outside cup cloth 13B on with the superior border of the support cloth 20, and 
accommodated the wire in this attaching-by-sewing portion is attached. 
[0025]Locate the strap 25 on either side in the surface side of the cup part 1 1 , and it sews 
the [ower end 25a on with 12 g of upper corner points of bust ****** 12, and is sewn on 
j*!^n9j*i^ !rl of the inner side cup cloth 13A and the outside cup 

cloth 1 3B, and is made to extendfrom the upper corner point P4 of the cup part 1 1 to the 
shoulder side. This strap 25 is connected via the connecting tool 28 so that the near side 
edge of the support cloth 20, the back side strap 26 which sews a lower end on the right- 
and-left back cloth 27 sewn on, and length regulation may be attained. 
[0026]After sewing the inner side cup cloth 13A, the outside cup cloth 13B, bust ****** 12, 
the support cloth 20, and the back cloth 27 on as mentioned above, The marginal tape 29 is 
continuously sewn on along the upper edge of the back cloth 27, the bottom top edge of the 
side of the support cloth 20, and the upper end of the outside cup cloth 13B, and the tip of 
this marginal tape 29 is sewn on with the strap 25. The marginal tape 30 is sewn on along 
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with the upper edge of the cup inner side cloth 13A, and the tip is also sewn on with the 
strap 25. Even if it meets the lower end edge of the support cloth 20 from the lower end 
edge of the back cloth 27, the marginal tape 31 is continuously sewn on. 
[0027]Above-mentioned bust ****** 12 is inelastic, carries out covering of the tricot to a high 
nonwoven fabric of shape holdout, and forms it in it. A power net which has elasticity in one 
way, and the support cloth 20 form the inner side cup cloth 13A, the outside cup cloth 13B f 
and the back cloth 27 from a strong stretch tape of power, although inelastic murky JITTO 
and strap 25 are elastic. 

[0028]Since there will be no elasticity in a part which contacts the bust lower part, high bust 
****** 12 of shape holdout would be located and this bust ****** 12 will be directly connected 
with the strap 25, if the brassiere 10 of the above-mentioned composition is worn, By 
pulling, it acts on bust ****** 15 by the strap 25 to which dignity of a bust is added most 
directly, and from the bottom, power can hold a bust hanging down in field, and can lift it 
effectively. Therefore, since a bust can be powerfully lifted upward directly from the upper 
part and an upper end of bust ****** 12 is located unlike a brassiere of a type in a bust top 
position conventionally which has brought near a bust from the outside, the bust top can 
also raise certainly. 

[0029]Especially the lower side of bust ****** 12 judges widely outside the lowest comer 
point P1, and since it is lifting a point where bust weight is applied most, a bust can be 
prevented from escaping outside, therefore bust of a person with a large bust is stable, and 
it can raise the bust top effectively. 
y/ [0030]The tape cloth 29 and 30 is sewn on, and since it pulls up to the both ends of a wire 
/v via these tape cloth 29 and 30 and power is transmitted, the strap 25 connected with bust 
****** 12 can be made to also produce the bustup effect with a wire synergistically. In that 
case, by holding the weight of a bust by bust ****** 12, big load cannot be applied to a strap 
or a wire, but intrusion of the strap and wire which are therefore produced when it is going 
to pull up the bust can be reduced and prevented. 

[0031]Di awing 3 shows the 1st modification of a 1st embodiment, and the difference with a 
1st embodiment sews the strap 25 on by the back side of the cup part 1 1 with the cup cloth 
13A and 13B and bust ****** 12, and the upper edge of the cup cloth 13A and 13B is the 
point of having given the wave-like design. Since other composition and operation effects 
are the same as that of a 1st embodiment, explanation is omitted. 

[0032]Dr awing 4 shows the 2nd modification and is making the shape of the cup cloth 13 
different from a 1st embodiment, the superior border of the inner side cup cloth 13A is 
made low, and the upper corner point with the outside cup cloth 13B is made different. After 
the strap 25 sews the lower end on with the upper end of bust ****** 12 and sewing it on the 
inner side cup cloth 13A and the outside cup cloth 13B, it is making one side edge sew only 
onjh^outside sup ^clotM3B. \ " 
[0033]Drawing 5 shows the 3rd modification, rather than the 2nd modification of the above, 
it makes low further the inner side cup cloth 13B, coincides an upper end with the upper 
1 end of bust ****** 12, and is sewing it on only inside bust ****** 12. Therefore, the strap 25 
; sews the lower end on the upper end of bust ****** 12, and it is sewn on only with the 
outside cup cloth 1 3B. 

[0034]Qrawing 6 shows the 4th modification and applies it to the so-called brassiere of the 
glasses shape which does not arrange the support cloth in the lower part of the cup part 1 1 . 
The lower side 12a of bust ****** 12 presupposes that it is broader than the 1st work 
example, and makes length from the lowest corner point P1 to the outside point 12e 80% of 
the sizes of P1-P3 60% of the sizes of P1-P2 for the length from the lowest corner point P1 
to 12d of inner side points. 

[0035]Drawing 7 shows the 5th modification, arrange the support cloth 20 only in the lower 
part of bust ****** 12 and the inner side cup cloth 13A, and do not arrange in the lower part 
of the outside cup cloth 13B, but make the outside cup cloth 13B extend below, and the 
lower side is made to follow the lower side of the support cloth 20, and it is sewing on with 
the back cloth 27. The wire is not used in this 5th modification. 
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[0036]Drawing 8 shows a 2nd embodiment, and with the cup cloth 40 which consists of the 
upper cup cloth 40A and the lower cup cloth 40B, front side cup cloth is constituted, and the 
cup part 1 1 of the brassiere 1 0 arranges bust ****** 12 in piles with the lower cup cloth 40B, 
and is sewing on the back side. The strap 25 is sewn on the back side of the cup cloth 40, 
and it is sewing the lower end on with the upper end of bust ****** 12. 
[0037]Drawing 9 shows the 3rd operation type, and the cup part 1 1 of the brassiere 10 is 
constituted from the front side cloth 41 and the back cloth 42 which consist of up-and-down 
cup cloth, respectively, and is crowded and sewn on the lower part between these front 
side cloth 41 and the back cloth 42 on both sides of [ shape of sandwiches ] bust ****** 12. 
The strap 25 is inserted and sewn on between the front side cloth 41 and the back cloth 42 
from the upper end of the cup part 1 1 , and is sewing the lower end on with the upper end of 
bust ****** 12. 

[0038]Drawirig 10 shows a 4th embodiment and bust ****** 12* is making the upper end of 
bust ****** of said 1st [ the ] - the hanging bell shape of a 3rd embodiment extend to the 
upper end of the cup part 11. That is, the lower part is made said 1st [ the ] - campanulate 
[ the / as a 3rd embodiment / same ] from the bust top, straight jine shape is m ade to 
extendjo a cup part top end, and that upper end part is sewn on with the strap 25] by this 
c MPIp^ bust ****** 12 1 constitutes a part of cup part 1 1 , and the inner 

side cup cloth 13A and the outside cup cloth 13B, and a periphery are sewn on. 
[0039][ drawing 1 I ] [ bust ****** 12' which showed the modification of a 4th embodiment 
and was made campanulate / above-mentioned ] Like a 2nd embodiment, arrange to the 
back side of the cup cloth 40, and only the lower side 12a' is sewn on with the support cloth 
20 via the tape cloth which made the cup cloth 13 follow and enclosed the wire, The 
peripheries 12b* and 12c' are separated without sewing on with a cup cloth, and are sewing 
the upper end on with the strap 25 and the upper end of a cup cloth. Bust ****** 12* 
considered as the same composition may be attached between the surface side of a cup 
cloth, or front side cup cloth and the back side cup cloth. 

[0040]prawing 12 showed a 5th embodiment, made bust ****** 12" extend further rather 
than the upper end of the cup part 11, provided strap partial 12x" and it has connected it 
via the connecting tool 28 so that the back side strap 26 and length regulation of this strap 
partial 12x" may be attained. Thus, if it forms from bust ******, without using a strap as 
another object, bust ****** can be raised by stronger power and bustup can be planned. 
If [0041]Drawing 13 (A) and (B) shows a 6th embodiment, narrows a lower edge width in bust 
****** 12\ and is taken as the shape of an egg shape (drawing 13 (A)) and the shape of a 
sector (drawing 13 .(B)) to which the width near the bust top becomes large, thus, directly 
! under [ of the bust top ] — it is broad - if it carries out, the Mashita portions of the bust top 
i\ and this bust top can be raised for the lower side also as narrow, and bustup can be 
/ planned effectively. 

[0042]This invention is not limited to the above-mentioned embodiment, and as shown in 
drawing 14 (A), (B), (C), and (D), it can be widely applied to a long brassiere, bra-slip, a 
bodysuit, an underwear with a cup, etc. 
[0043] 

[Effect of the lnvention]ln order according to this invention for bust weight to arrange bust 
****** in the bust lower part containing the bust top Mashita portion by which load is carried 
out most and to make this bust ****** connect with a strap directly so that more clearly than 
the above explanation, A strap can pull, raising power can act on bust ****** directly and 
powerfully, on the whole, a bust can be lifted from a lower part, and compensation of a bust 
line can be especially aimed at as facing up and positive in a bust top portion. 
[0044]Since bust ****** holds the lower part of a bust in field and the lower part of bust ****** 
and also a bust is raised by a strap in the straight upper part, Bolting and intrusion of a wire 
and a strap which have afflicted the woman especially with a large bust can be eased, and 
the bustup effect can be demonstrated for a feeling of wear very effectively despite slight 
height.
